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France, At the moment when this concession was made we 
rated its worth somewhat more highly than those of our con- 
temporaries who looked at it only in the broad light of our own 
free Constitution, We confess, however, that we were not 
prepared to witness such a rapid development of the political 
vis vite in consequence of the seemingly slight relaxation of 
the Imperial system as the late debates have displayed. We are 
not about to criticise them in regard either to their literary, 
their oratorical, or their political merits or demerits, It is no 
part of our intention to discuss, whether with a view to praise or 


to censure, the opinions expressed by the various speakers. We | 


are quite alive to the fact that very much of what was uttered 
on this occasion would find no echo in the hearts of Englishmen. 
But one conclusion we must all feel bound to admit—and, after 
all, it is precisely the one conclusion which ought to be most 
satisfactory to us—and that is that the debate has been a 
reality ; that those who took part in it spoke in no muffled 
tones ; that whatever the views which were propounded by the 
various speakers, both in the Senate and in the Corps Legislatif, 
they were enunciated with singular boldness; and that all 
parties in France, even those most opposed to the policy of the 
Emperor, haye been fearlessly represented without let or 
hindrance, 

If it was, as we believe it was,.the desire of Napoleon III, to 
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ascertain what was really thought and felt by Frenchmen on 
the leading topics of public interest, the desire has been unhesi- 
tatingly responded to, There has been no mincing of terms—no 
adulatory or timid suppression of convictions—very little of that 
restraint that indicates the secret pressure of prerogative. True, 
the Address was voted in both Chambers just as it was proposed, 
and was only a formal reiteration of the thoughts embodied in 
the Speech from the throne ; but every paragraph it contained 
was searchingly discussed, and the defence of Government was 
anything but a holiday pastime. In a word, the Emperor has 
stood face to face with political parties in France, has submitted 
to have his proceedings thoroughly canvassed in the hearing of 
the nation, and has vindicated his policy by explanations and 
arguments, And this, call it what we will, is Constitutionalism 
in the germ, 

In the germ, we say, for either it must be stifled or it will 
grow. It cannot remain just as and what it now is, Political 
freedom, when once instinct with life, expands by a law of its 
own nature, The recent debates may convince us that, how- 
ever “cribbed, cabined, and confined” it may be in France, 
under the forms and restrictions imposed upon it by the Imperial 
will, it is yet a living thing. It not only fills the entire space 
allotted to it by the Emperor, but it presses upon its confines, 
It. cannot do otherwise, _ Its inherent elasticity is part of itself, 
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and can only cease to operate when that of which it is an 
essential quality ceases to be. Once quickened into vitality, 
no matter in how diminutive a form, it will either kill 
Absolutism or Absolutism must kill it, Its growth may be slow, 
its progress may be oscillating and unsteady, but it will advance 
as surely as a flowing tide. 

Freedom of debate is the form to which the life of Constitu- 
tionalism is at present confined in France, But now let us 
observe its inseparable concomitants and its inevitable tendencies, 
Let us admit that it is as yet devoid of all legislative virtue, 
Nevertheless, it is as great a reality as life from the dead, The 
Speech from the throne at the opening of the Legislative Session, 
uttered, as it is meant to be, in the hearing of all Europe, states 
the main facts in which France is interested, and announces the 
policy associated with those facts, The Address in response to 
the Speech is there, as it is here, a faithful echo of both its 
statements and its sentiments, But every paragraph which it 
contains undergoes searching criticism, is looked at by different 
speakers from different points of view, and the policy which it 
embodies is submitted to as many tests as there may chance to 
be political schools represented in the Chambers, The speeches 
are published in ewtenso in the Moniteur,and may be copied into 
every newspaper in the kingdom. All France, therefore, so far 
at least as it is intelligent and educated, may be regarded as 
present at this unrestrained discussion of its leading public 
affairs, and thus becomes acquainted with whatever may be said 
for or against the action of the Government, What is this but 
an invitation to all France to think, to weigh reasons, and to 
adopt conclusions touching the principal movements of the 
ruling authority? In other words, what is it but a solemn 
appeal to public opinion? 

But it will soon be found that an appeal to public opinion, in 
order to be safe, necessitates two conditions—first, an extension 
of the freedom of debate in the Chambers to freedom of com- 
ment in the press ; and, secondly, a modification of policy by the 
Government so as to conform it inits essential features to the 
ascertained sentiments of the nation. A free press and a 
responsible Ministry follow in the wake of free discussions in the 
Legislature, 

The first of these results will, after awhile, be deemed neces- 
sary for the sake of the Government, It is now at an obvious 
disadvantage. It is assailed in the Chambers from the most 
opposite quarters ; and every assailant has leisure to choose his 
point of attack, to elaborate his arguments, and to put his 
care into the most convincing form, Replies can only come 
from one or two members of the Administration, and must, to a 
great extent, be unpremeditated, and, in many respects, 
defective and unsatisfactory. In fact, the policy of the Emperor 
cannot, under the existing system, have fair play in the discussion, 
The deficiency will, no doubt, be supplied by means of the press 
—at first, perhaps, by pamphlets, but afterwards, on account of 
their greater convenience, by the newspapers. The liberty 
which Government may be expected to claim for itself it will 
be obliged, in part at least, to extend to its opponents, The 
discussions commenced by the Legislature will have to be con- 
tinned, completed, exhausted by the press, The restrictions by 
which it is fettered will gradually fall into desuetude, and, no 
donbt, experience will show in France what it has shown in 
England, that there is no safety-valve for popular disquietude 
equally efficacious as what our forefathers used to call 
“nnlicensed printing.” 

A practically responsible Ministry follows as a matter of 
course, Public opinion cannot be at the same time systemati- 
cally appealed to and systematically disregarded. No formal 
concessions of this constitutional privilege may be made for 
many years to come, but freedom of debate will ensure it in 
substance, Policy will be shaped, modified, explained, 
defended, with a view to win a yerdict from public 
opinion ; and this, in effect, means Ministerial responsibility. 
We may detect the rudiments of it in the late debates on the 
Address; and unless the privileges recently granted to the 
Legislative Bodies be revoked, which we do not anticipate, those 
small beginnings will assuredly ripen into a full-formed prin- 
ciple, It always has been so elsewhere; it will eventually be 
20 in France, 

And now our readers will sec why so much importance is to be 
attached to the first vigorous exercise of the right of free dis- 
cussion under the Imperial system established across the Straits. 
Possibly the Emperor himsclf has been taken by surprise at the 
manifest tendency of his own concession. But his sagacity will 
be sure to see that his position, instead of being weakened, has 
been strengthened by the ordeal of criticism to which his policy 
has been subjected. Having taken one decided step in the direc- 
tion of Constitutionalism, he will best consult the interests both 
of his own dynasty and of France by taking such others as cir-

The allocution of the Pope, referred to in our last publication, has 
been published, The tone of the whole document is violent and un- 
compromising.

Perhaps the 
most striking passage of the document is the following, in which the 
Emperor is as clearly referred to as he was by the Bishop of Poitiers 
under the designation of Pontius Pilate -—“ Apostates who hold forth 
not in God’s name but Satan’s. Their doctrinesare shameful. The 
acme of their h isy is their recommendation of a reconciliation 
between the kingdom of Italy and the Holy See. . . . Before God and 
before mankind we declare it, no earthly power shall ever bring us to 
consent to such reconciliation.”

TURKEY. 


The Levant Herald publishes a scheme, which it says is under the 
consideration of the kish Ministry, for a forced loan of twelve 
millions of Turkish pounds, 

All the accounts from Turkey point, more or less, to the unsettled 
condition of the empire. The southern frontiers of the Principalities 
especially are in a state of great agitation. The insurrection in the 
Herzegovina had compelled the Porte to call out 50,000 redifs, The 
Porte has given its consent to the prolongation of the French occupa- 
tion of Syria. Prussia and Austria, following the example of France 
and Russia, have, it is stated, sent notes to the Porte urging the neces~- 
sity of reforms, 

A telegram from A states that since the last fight hostilities 
have been suspended, but that the insurgents are preparing a 
attack in concert with the Montenegrins. Ismael Pacha has concen 
trated his troops at Trebigna, south of which place all the towns are 
said to have done homage to the Prince of Montenegro. 

AMERICA, 

No decided action had, according to the latest accounts from America, 
been taken by either the Northern or Southern States, but both seemed 
drifting towards a collision. President Lincoln has declined to hold 
ary intercourse with the Southern commissioners. According to the 
New York Herald it has been decided by Mr. Lincoln’s Cabinet to 
evacuate Fort Sumter, as being untenable. The Missoari and Virginia 
State Conventions have come to no decision. 

The permanent Constitution of the Confederate States had been pub- 
lished. The following are its principal features :—“ No person who is 
a foreigner, and not a citizen of the Confederate States, is allowed to 
vote for any officer, civil or political, state or federal, Under the first 
census, South Carolina is entitled to five representatives in Congress ; 
Georgia, ten; Alabama, nine; Florida, two; Mississippi, seven ; 
Louisiana, six ; Texas, six; and each to two senators, The 
State Legislature uay im judicial or federal officers, resident and 
active in said State, by a two-thirds vote. Representation on the basis 
of three fifths for slaves is continued. Congress is not allowed, through 
duties, to foster any branch of industry. The foreign slave trade is 
prohibited. The President and Vice-President are to hold to office for 
six years, The principal officers of departments and the diplomatic 
service are removable at the pleasure of the President. Other civil 
officers are removable when their services are unn , or for other 
good causes or reasons, Other States are to be admitted by a vote of 
two-thirds of both Houses.

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THE manner in whieh the obsequies of her Royal Highness the 
Duchess ef Kent were conducted was peculiarly suited to the 
feelings of the English people. With just so much of pomp and 
state a8 were inseparable from that custom which adapts the 
perfirmance of funeral ceremonies to the rank in life of the 
decensed, there was am absence of unnecessary parade, while 
every solemnity which could mark respect and proper feeling 
prevailed. In this matter, as in all else, the Sovereign was in 
unisom and sympathy with the habits and ideas of her subjects, 
Apart from this mournful eventthere is little, if anything, which 
is caleuiated to mar the enjoyment of the second holiday of the 
year in this country. Early as is theadvent of Easter the season 
seems to have kept pace with the calendar, and already sunshine 
as bright and as constant as we are ever likely to enjoy in this 
climate in the spring, has brought a fringe of verdure on the 
trees, and unles: some irritating influence should intervene there 
is every prospect of pleasant weather for the first days of next 
week. Unusual preparations have been made for affording 
the means of ovt-door enjoyment. The various railway 
companies of the metropolis have projected excursions at 
the most moderste tariff; and our citizen legions are holding 
Out® prem witraction by the publication of their intentions 
mot oly to exhibit themselves in a sham fight in Sussex 
and a concentrated review at Wimbledon, but there will 
be “marchings ont” of all sorts of unattached corps, and 
in all possible directions, It is not among the least of the signs 
of the establishment of our volunteer system that no occasion, 
‘and scarcely any ceremonial, grave or gay, is considered to be 
complete without their presence in more or less force, It is painful 
to know that amidst the vast number of persons who will make 
cheerful holiday at this particular season one class will be taking 
leisure in a sense which is very far apart from recreation, 
Within less than twelve months from the termination of a strike 
among the building trades of London another of those unhappy 
and disastrous combinations has again made its appearance, 
Undeterred by the bitter lesson of last winter, this class of opera- 
tives, who might be in every sense the sturdy representatives of 
honest and successful labour, have once more entered on a 
struggle the end of which it is not difficult to foresee. In the 
mean time many important works, among them the building for 
the Great Exhibition of 1862, will be bronght to a standstill 
until such time as the rude pressure of necessity shall have 
worked out its inevitable result, 

There is one other depressing influence which operates on the 
comparative free spirit of the moment, and that is the lamentable 
accounts which continue to arrive of the prevalence of famine in 
India. It is a fashion to assert that our Eastern dominions are 
as far removed from our sympathies as they are geographically 
distant ; and, although this may be partly the truth, it is not 
the whole truth, Already we witness symptoms of that readiness 
to succour distress which is ever proving that the hand of 
England is as far-reaching when it is opened for charity as 
when it is extended for the exercise of her power. The last 
mail conveyed a first contribution from the city of London ; and 
steps are being taken which will 











almost unpardonable if we were to omit the fact that the Prime 
Minister has chosen this his hour of ease to go through the, for 
him, easy ordeal of a popular election, Lord Palmerston at 
Tiverton has become a household word of expectancy in this 
country ; and it is quite certain that every one looks forward to be 
amused and interested, if not edified, by the address which will 
be delivered by the noble Lord, who has just added to his other 
honours the Lord Wardenship of the Cinque Ports, It was 
observed that in the last few days of the sitting of Parlia- 
ment, on one or two occasions when he had to speak, Lord 
Palmerston was troubled with a cough which very much 
impeded his usual ready utterance. This may, perhaps, account 
for the retirement to Torquay for the recess; and it is to be 
hoped that the genial climate of that watering-place will act 
as a restorative, and replace his vigour of enunciation in a 
manner beyond the power of any hustings speech to impair. 

The features of affairs abroad during the past week have been 
not without their interest, Despite the immense advantage 
which was taken of their newly-found freedom of speech by the 
Legislative Bodies of France, the Addresses in answer to the 
Speech from the Throne have been passed in the sense favour- 
able to the government of the Emperor by large majorities, The 
reply of his Imperial Majesty was marked by a grave irony, but 
it exhibited no disposition on his part to retrace the step which 
he had taken in the full confidence of his firm establishment in 
the mind of the French people as a ruler who, in the main, 
works for the advantage and the glory of France. The consoli- 
dation of the Italian kingdom proceeds, and ere long the Powers 
of Europe will be formally called upon to recognise or repudiate 
Victor Emmanuel under the comprehensive title of King of 
Italy. A Ministerial crisis has occurred at Turin, which is not 
very intelligible to those who are not specially among the 
initiated: but, as it has replaced Cavour at the head of 
affairs, it may well be supposed that its object was to 
strengthen his hands, and to remove any obstructions which 
stood in the way of the smooth course of his policy, The pro- 
mulgation of the ukase of the Emperor ofe Ali the Russias 
decreeing the emancipation of the serfs in his dominions is an 
event of vast importance. Some exception has been taken to the 
proviso which postpones the final operation of the decree for 
two years; but we in England must not forget that when we 
gave liberty to our slaves it was thought prudent to accompany 
the act with a condition of probation for a longer time than that, 

The mention of slavery naturally brings to the mind the 
recollection of the state of affairs in the United States, always 
supposing that we can continue to apply that title to a country 
in a state of chronic disunion, The attitude assumed by the 
South is very striking. There seems to be no lack of resources 
towards the organisation of an army, to"*meet which the Northern 
provinces have no adequate means, unless resort be had to the 
calling out of the militia, as in case of war with a foreign Power, 
What would be the result of such a step it is not easy for us in 
this country to say; but an opinion may be hazarded that it 
would probably not be found to be in unison with the feeling 
of the majority of the people. As far as can yet be judged it 
seems as if the North expects the President to fight the voluntary 
levies of the South—if matters come to the arbitrement of 
arms—with the regularly-enlisted federal troops ; in which case 
it would be a nominal 12,000 against an actual 50,000. That 
the South means mischief is evident by the vast preparations in 
the shape of guns, gunpowder, and materials of war which are 
in process of manufacture. In scanning the regulations for the 
conduct of the Government of the federation of the South, one 
cannot but be struck with one enactment which is a decided 
innovation on the system which has hitherto prevailed in America, 
It is, that the responsible Ministers of the President are to have 
seats in Congress, and to be allowed to discuss and defend the 
measures of the Government. Is this a step towards the 
adoption of some of the so-called aristocratic customs of the 
old country ?

THe Great SawaRa. WANDsRINGS SovTH og THE ATLAS 
Mountains. By H. B. Tristram, M.A., F.L.8,, Master of 
Greatham Hospital, and Domestic Chaplain to the Earl of 
Donoughmore, Murray. 
The popular notion of the Great Sahara would tend to fix on a 
man who selected that region for an exploration a character for daring 
and adventure beyond even that which distinguishes most African 
travellers, The idea of a trackless expaase of diiting edna, aiid to 
the utmost intensity which can be caught from a thrice-heated mo 
sun, which has the faculty of looking painfully like water at a little 
distance, and, in fact, possesses all ihe features of a desert exaggerated 
in the highest degree, is that which attaches to this region in the 
minds of most persons who have not uated as practical members of 
the Geographical Society. The work of Mr. Tristram does very much todo 
away with this impression, and its author has managed not only to set 
right many erroneous conceptions with regard to this tract of African 
country, but he proves it to be one which is at least accessible to the 
traveller, and Me Pansat to him when he reaches it. We learn 
that the country betweem the African coast of the Mediterranean and 
Timbuctoo consists of a region called Tell, which is a corn-growing 
country lying between the seaboard andthe Atlas Mountains ; of a tract 
which is situated between those latter hills and a range of steppes, 
which is designated by the inhabitants the Sahara; while that district 
next following, and which reaches thence to the Niger, is what is 
ordinarily known as the Sahara, but which is called, and with good 
reason, “the desert par excellence.” That which by the natives is 
known as the Sahara seems te be the country which extends from the 
Atlas Mountains to an advanced French military post, at a place called 
El Eghouat, which was taken by the French in 1852, and has since been 
held by them, although far beyond their colony of Algeria proper, 
and whence we are informed by cur author that they intend, by means 
of military caravanserais, to open a direct communication with their 
settlements at Senegambia. is district of the Sahara is described by 
Mr, Tristram as being like what the north-east _— of England 
would be if completely drained of its streams and denuded of its v 
tation, if w dells were transformed into rocky and naked mullahs, 
and tillage plains covered with a soil pulverised by the combined action 
of heat, wind, and attrition. It contains beds of rounded pebble and 
large gravel, besides extraordinary mountains of pure rocksalt, which 
in various places rise suddenly from the limestone. Strange to say, this 
region, so uninviting in description, is favourable rather than otherwise 
to animal and vegetable production. Camels, sheep, and goats are 
numerous, while birds of varied kinds abound. As regards vegetation, 
we are told by our author that after a fallof rain it is so immediate that 
barley which he himself saw sown on a Wednesday had wens bs pee 
above the ground on thenext Saturday. There are to be found in toler- 
aiehuninnte peach, fig, pomegranate, and pear trees; palms of course; 
and the grape is also cultivated, and flourishes. The native Arabs are 
industrious rearers of sheep, and follow agricultural pursuits with 
success, and are on the whole prosperous. They are sportsmen in 
their way, being keen hunters of the ostrich and shooters of the smaller 
birds of the country; but their great amusement of this nature is 
falconry, which, we are informed, they practise with a formality and 
adherence to rule as decided as that which in the middle ages marked 
the pursuit of hawking among the highest classes of Europe. When 
El ghouat is left behind by the traveller he comes upon the real 
desert, which is, as a whole, devoid of any means of subsistence for 
either men or animals, but in which, nevertheless, within a certain 
distance, are to be found oases containing villages of such pre- 
tension as almost to be entitled to be called towns. In the early part
